The application has been amended as follows: 
Please cancel claim 6. 

In claim 29, please replace "about 1 to about 98" with "about 5 to about 15". 

This amendment clarifies the weight range in claim 29 since component (b) could 
never be present in amounts as high as 98 weight percent in view of the amount of 
component (a) present. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
consistent with that noted of record, the instant claims are neither taught nor suggested 
by the prior art. The Examiner again stresses the fact that the polymer is "consisting of 
the monomers recited. This significantly narrows the scope of the claims. The claims 
that were withdrawn from consideration have been rejoined, as they depend upon the 
paraffin inhibitor polymer claims and thus require each limitation found therein.
